From a reigning 
monarch to an Inspector-General of 
Customs, from 9 Darby aud Joun couple to 
a-missionary, there iy noticerblya particular 
satisfaction whenever a-earver is neatly 
rounded off with, the balf century. It is 
‘rather remarkable, taking all thiugs inte 
éonsideration, to find auch feats possible in 
a country as China, ‘To merely 
vontinus earthly 


such 
maintam anh one’s 
existence for filly years seéms in itself an 
achievement, if we consider the things that 
are everywhere said of the white. man’s 
Purdon of sickness in these parts. To xo 
amongat the Chinese, | preaching 
dogtrines, and attacking old ones, and atl 
to be able to boast of it-ufler half a hundred 
years, is to sujegest. that by Danwin's 
famous principle, the Rev. Dr. Graves of 
Canton must, indeed, have been “the 
fittest”, Wo havo heard un emineit man 
of commerce remark, apropos attacks by 
Chiuese on foreigners, that a man eorrying 
x bottle of spirits in one land aud a cigar 
in the other might safely penctrate any 
region. of China. He meant thut these 
things would satisfy the natives that the 
Dr. Graves 


new 


beurer’was not @ missionary. 
may be said to bave carried the Bible in 
one hand and a medicine ‘bottle in the 
other, during his fifty years among the 
Chinese; bui we suepect that his safety and 
popularity have been due chiefly to the tact 


addrsssed to the Bditor, 


‘and sympathy which be carried, so to 
speak, in bead and heart. It was inevitable 
that at such n gathering there would be 
offered some sort. of apology for the 
presences of missionaries, bub. we cannot 
unreservedly - compliment the apeaker who 
made xo much of missionary services to 
commerce. _Missiunaries were described as 
sample ayents. “Yt is a plansible argument 
with which to enlist the sympathy of those 
who have trade interests ut heart, hut it is 
quite certuin that the Chincse woul hive 
learned about and desired foreign goods if 
there had never been a missionary in the 
country, At best the benefils they have 
given tu trade have been indirect, and after 
‘all they out to take a much higher moral 
ground than that. Mnay of them do, 


‘Tue ailuatisn in Hongkoos ax concerning, 
the relations of the Enropean community 
aud the Chinese sufferers by the recent 
typhoon can only be deserihed as extraor- 
alinary, Ft is alse very puyzling, aud the 
riddle is so bard that we bave shrunk from 
any attempt to solye it, Complaint ia so 
rife, however, ‘that it hecomes a positive 
duty) to try to get the whole seene inte 
fucuy. First we hive a wave of sympathy 
whieh causes an immedinte, conerrn for the 
fute uf the poorer Chinese tate Pe side popu. 
lation, Merehants and others, who are also 
heavy sufterers, promise or puy subscript jong, 
and the Government offers tv double the | 
amount. forthcoming from private philan- | 
thropie sources. “Not lo permit any racial 
misconception, we should point out that 
Chinese rmerebants have also shown generous 
feeling, In a day ur two, the business 
community, both Huropean and Chinese, 
finds that its losses by the typhoon are not!

my remarks as brivf as possible. We all know 
the budget bas beon.tos cartain extent upset by 
an untortunete falling’ off in ravenue which 
ocourred at the last moment, and consequently 
it was necessary, 80 we understand, to revise thia 
budgot so to spenk at the eleventh hour. Unitor 


the circumatances we have occasion to congratn- 


lato ourselves that Your Excallonoy was able to 
put auch a satiefaotory badget before the com- 
munity as you have done. | The unofficial 
members feel they are deaply indebted to Your 
Excellency for the lucid explanation which you 
gave and which helped us very much in our con- 
sideration of thobudget. The frat remark I wonld 
venture to make with regard to Your E:xcellency’s 
badget . is that it 19 sutixfactory, looking 
upon it asa temporary budget. I may venture 
to say it hes not dealt with one point which haa 
impressed iteelf very much upon the unofficial 
mombers ;‘that is, we know that our rovonue is 
a somewhat ephemoral one, 
indication lately that we may suddenly have to 
face a Jarge falling off of that revenue, We 
believe ‘there are reasons to fear that in the 
future—io a year’s time—we may see a atill 
further decresse in. the price of the Opium 
Farm. Iv is also a debsteable point whether 
another leading source of revenue, the land 
gales, will be maintained, On that pojet thera 
is a difference of opinion among the unofficial 
members, We feel that it ia very evident that 
this reveuue is stationery, possibly a, declining 
ope, In the next year thoro may be important 
public works to be carried out, aod it is 
neozasary that these should not bo postponed. 
Tho question of deferring public works to 
balance the budget'is « policy which can only 
be followed for a year or yo at the most. Your 
Excellancy has suggested three alternatives iz 
ordor to balance the budgat for the coming 

year. Qne was raising a loan; suother inoreas- 
‘ing taxation and the third, retrenchment. In 
consultstion with ny unofficial colleayaes I 
found there was some difference of opinion with 
regard to the question of loans. Personally, I 
bold tho opinion that the policy which Your 
Excellency has advocated, and which bas been 
followed by your predecessors, is a sound one; 

that is to way not to reise = loan unless it is 

absolutely forced upon us. In the existing 
financial condition of the Colony I believe my- 

aelf a loan is unnecessary, With ragard to 
incresséd taxation, of course nobody would 

advocate that, or approve of it,. It might, 

however, ba forced upon us later on, The third 

alternative is retrenebsifent, curtailment of 

expenditure. I understand from that Your Ex- 
‘ collonoy rofors to the poatponemeat of certain 
‘public works. That might be necessary at the

moment, but these eould not be postponed in- 
definitely. We know there are public works of 
at magnitude which sre urgently required, 
‘Aa time good op, and probably , before these 
works are comploted, the Colony will-find itself 
in a position to spend large same of money on 
ather public works of which we lave no 
éoyninance, That boing sv, it is inadvisable to 
ile up public works for an indetinite period, 
there ia one point with regard to retrenchment 
which might. ba nvarlocked ; that is tho question 
of the'cost of administration ond the perronnl 
emoluments of the Colony. I will now proceed, 
Sir, fo mako such romnrke os occur to me, 
taking the points referred to in your spovch of 
th September. Your Excellency made rome 
reworks with regard to subsidiary coinage. 
think thare are severat members in this Chambor 
who remember a good many yoars ago m vary 
urgent demand was mado by the whole 
Colony for the Government not only to 
juno bat to considerably increase the ikaue 
of subsidiary coiny. ‘The Governor of that doy, 
either Sir William Dex Vinox or Sir William 
Robinson, refused to increane the issue of 
subsidiary coins although urged to do ao, At 
thot time anbsidinry coinage Was vary eearce ; 
heeause, just as the ‘coins were mintad, they 
dixappoared intoChing Cdou'tver that any stops 
taken by the Hongkong Governmant could 
have prevented the exportation from Hong- 
kong of subsidiary eninage, It has. been prac. 
tically forced upon the Hongkong Goversmont. 
to iasue between four and five million sterling 
of subsidiary coins, the gruater part of whic 
has heen shaorbed ie: Southern China, Had they 
not continued to ixsné, no doubt the 
Govornment . would hose been “seriously 
pripplel, Your Hacelloney referred to the 
oint that tho Chinese Government had 
Jearaed a lesvon and bad now bean to 
pubsidiary coins on their 
own account, It sppears 1o me that tha 
profits made | on subsidiary ecins by all 
Governments in all parts of tho work’ aro 
#o well known that no object lesson you may 
havo offerad to the Viceroy of the Two Kwang 
would bave had any affect. I spenk with 
pertonal knowledyo of the tima when we so. 
streauonsly urged the Gaverament to increaye 
the june of rubsidiary coins, Your Excellency 
referred to the qucstinn of tree cutting. Tt isa 
very «mali matter. Bull thore was’ kometimo 
ages good deal of fecling aronsed by talk about. 
cutting trees in tho Colony, Wo, understand 
‘that ox the treas dio it is advisable fo thin them 
out, but wa trust this will by done with a fonder 
hand, and that the pietmresques beautios of our 
island will not be interfered with. Thora is 
apother smull point to which: I wonld like to 
refer: that ic tho payment of $2,100 a year 
to the police for the supervision of shrotfs' 
accounts, ‘So far os Ioam  awnre, no 
public statement hae been made with regard to 
the defaleations to which Your Exerlloncy 
roferred, aud we trust that bears no relation to 
the permanent increase in the cout of the polion 
of $2,400, I speak of courre on an outsider; 
do not know the dotailx.  1¢ seems to. ma that 
obeoking shroffs’ acennots cannut be a very 
important matter, and this seema a targe sum 
to pay for work of that sort, With reynrit to 
tho fire allowance for despaich boxes, Tam sure 
the vole for this purpose will bo most cordinily 
endorsed by the community,’ We only trust 
that the fire slsrins will be thoroughly spread 
through the Colony, including Kowloon and tho 
Pesk, The question of c weelling the purchase 
of so oxtra tire float seems sound on», I can- 
pot ree any real necessity for a second fire flo 
Tt is quite trug that at. any moment. 0 xerins 
. fire may occur, oud the Government of the day 
be blamed. Speoking for many years, I cannot

With regard to education 
thore ia again a difference of opinion amongst 
tho unofficial members. We can coly trust 
that the experiment which Your Excellency 
js now waking, and which om the face of it 
certainly appeals to me ns one interentod in 
a small way in eduestion, to ba -a good 
one, will be. succossful, and the — result 
will ‘be watched, with greit “earnestness.

Mad 
it not been for the recent storms which have un- 
fortnoately cunsed so much damage, we probat ly 
would havy found ourselves in diffewltios. Tint 
work migeht. poxsibly be completed Vy the issne of | 
a Joov, $200,000 is to be spant next year on the 
work, and it is satisfactory to find that auch a 
sum oan be provided from ctirrent revenue.

Ono family, or at most two, could 
shara ona house; and consequently they would 
obtain that privacy of which they somplain thoy 
have been deprived by the abolition OL cubicles, 
For several yeura I was on the Municipel Coun- 
cil at Shanghai, which liad two forma of bnild- 
ing regulations, ono for {reign houses and one 
for Chineso honses, I know the xystem there 
resulted in very great good, and I think if 
the Government here could doo their way to adopt 
some such system it would havo a very good 
offect. With rogurd to the typloon sholter Your 
Exeolloncy referred to thu necessity for thir, 
which ix ndmitted by all. You also wont on to 
suggest. that. the Chamber of Commerce might 
yoo their way fo suggest a means of raising 
fonda. I am sorry to ay tha Chamber of 
Commerer dogot soe their way to Tat Your 
Bxcelloncys enggestion. Kor many years it 
hax beon strongly urged by all thoae interested 
in shipping that tonnage and ght duos should 
not balavied for the purposes of genoral rovonue. 
Your Excellency is aware. that in 1807 the Rt, 
Hon, Mr, Clamborlain, Secretary of Sinte, in 
reply to o.telegram frow Sir William Robinson 
practioally simitted thal in future light and 
tonnage dara were not to be raised for the 
piirpose of general rovoniy. The shelter 
banefils all elaxsos in the eommunity, and should 
be bore by the commanity and not by the 
shipping, section. We sll depend on tho native

he house owner us the ship owner, con’ 
equently it would be manifestly unfeir to ask 
8 portion of the community to raiso a largo anm 
of money for the, benefit of the whols Colony. 
With regard to the position of the typhoon 
shelter, thers hag been some question, ‘Phat it 
should be crected at the earliest possible date [ 
{Kink wo ore all agreait.” Possibly it: might 
even beadvi-able toraixa a loan to pay at all 
events for port of that sbelter, becnusa ad we 
kuow, one destructive typhoon inay coxt the 
Colony $5,000, or 86,000 ore sam largor than the 
$5,000 required (o build the shelter. I don't 
wuppows thatif wo had hada shelter it would 
have had any affect in saving, the great Joss of 
life in the storm of the Ith instant, A’ few 
bouts in the immediate vicinity may have got, 
to the refuge, bat: it would not have benofitted 
the native shipping. wt large. When the 
Government suggested Mongkoktani, the 
Chamber of Commereo wroto statiog Unit 
Chuuyshawan appeared a more desirable 
sight. ‘Chat ina point which T think is perhaps 
rathor cloared up by the rosult~ of the 
Jagt utorm. That brings me now to the 
small vote onthe Observatory on which I 
presume Fam entitled toapesk. Ido not bold 
with the ory which hay anfortunately been 
raised too often thatthe Obwrvatory jsaltogether 
ju the wrong, I will not refor to the storm of 
the 18th ivstant, ag the subjict ix qub jndice, 
The committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
brve in days passed felt it 1o be thoir duty to 


spoint ont that they  conidered they did not 


receive the assistance which the shipping was 
entitled to receive from the Olservatory. This 
resulled inthe inquiry held twelve years ago, 
which exonerated tho Obsarvatory, © do uot 
wish to exonorate or to blame, but there is no 
question thot hero is o strong feeling in the 
community that through o little want of friend.

henetit. from the Observatory which wo are 
entitled to expact. If Your Excelloncy saw

will not occur again in the future. it woul be 
satisfactory to the community at large. It 
might be poisible to appoint a small commission 
to gro into the question of the eynipment of tha 
Observatory, and possibly to supply fresh 
instruments to put the Observatory in a better 
position than it is at present. Another point, 
that.is tho question of roads, Your Exeollency 
made experimenta in‘ wood paving but at tae 
moment. thoy are only in'the experimental stage. 
Nobody can deny that thu condition of the 
macudamised ronds are uo disgrace to'any town 
that calls itself civilised. Ln wot weatbor they 
are impuntablo goog of mad, Ln ary weather. it 
is ulinost impossible to walk on them on account 
of the broken surfaco, riminding ‘one of the 
middle aye saints who used to expiate their sins 
and. do peoanes by walking to Canterbury 
with shoo full of dried peas, Wo of 
course’ understand that the coxt. of remaking 
roady in anything but micudam would be 
very groat, and I fear only can bo ‘done 
when funds permit, Ono track, that ts the, 


tramway track, ia very bad, but 1 know pers 


fectly well ihe diffeulty which exists in keepiog 
much. o road in good condition. when wo hyve 
a riesha troffic cutting the place to pieces. 
There is a continuous line of hols along the 
tramway which oro dungerous obstructions. In 
wot weather an aclive mug can cross with o 
certain amount of safety but. a woman could not 
cross Without getting ber #k iets dirly and rusty. 
1 feferred jast now to the qnestion of possible 
rotrenclmoot. ‘That. brings me to the qneation 
of salaries, Wo all know the cry which has 
been raised by a section, the civil servants, as 
to the difficultios in which they in placed by 
dimininbiug incomes. ‘That is pa question 
I fancy which sffects most of us in the 
Colony, and I. think the civil servants deserve 
consideration. I woull, venture to suggest, 
althongh in doing 40 [ do aot know that I 
buve the entire aupport of my colleagues, that 
your Excellency abonld uppointa small cammittes 
to consider the whole question of salari The 
anlaries of civil servanta should in my pinion 
be based on the same tines, ‘This Tthink ix not 
abvays tho case, I will not go into details. 
With . regard to the exchange compensation 
there can bene finality about that, Some uf us 
have séen the dollar upto 4i-, we have seen it 
down to 1/6, and now it looks as though it were 
going up to 2/6. Tt appears to me that the 
proper wag to deal sith the. question is to fix 
the ealuries on a sliding scale, that isto say, al! 
sterling eularies should be paid not mere than 
$12 to thy pound aud not tess than S10, fixing 
exchange between °/- godt 1:8. That would give 
a certain amount of Iixture to the tularies of 
members of tho civil service, al all events 
for (he next two or three years.. 1 om 
afraid [ huve spoken somowhnt lengthily, W.th 
regard to the question of vetrenctim-ut T-ean 
only say, and T have hold the opinion for many 
yours, that there is only one way of effecting 
retrenchment and improving the efficiency of 
the administration of the Coluny. -[t might be 
bat 1 don’t ray it is possible to rveonstrnet. thé 
work of mombers of the wpper bruiches of the 
Government sorvice, thos+ drawn from_home. 
Possibly by paying men mote ond increasing’ 
theiy duties we might-be able to induce » 
better class of men to join the service, T 
am told that at the moment there is a little 
diffeulty to get recruits, ‘Mhere is wo doubt 
that if-you want {o get good work out of a man 
you havo got to pay hin) well, but oxtra expense 
mixht be saved by redacing the number of the 
establizhment. Ther is only one other point to 
whieh I wish to refer, and that is, Sir, thy death 
of four well-known ox-Governmont officials. 
With the exception of the hon. sezior unofficint 
member, few of us pereonallyremrmberthestormy 
times of the rule of Sir John Pope Honnersey. 
hut whether we do or do not remember Sir 
William Marsh, Sir George Bowen, Mr. Deane, 
or My, Broce Shepherd, we all know that in their 
time they rendered’ faithful and capable service 
to the Colony. Wa all join in endorsing the 
remarks of Your Fxeelloncy expressing regrot. 


The Hon. Mr, Gnesson—At tho informal 
mooting at which your Excellency was good 
enough to place before the unofficial members 
the skeleton of your budget for 1907 you may 
recolloct that 1 ezpress-d no opinion on the 
means you proposed to adopt to balance revenue 
and exponditure. We had then no figures 
befora ua and it was not. possible to form a 
competent opinion, Now we have full dotoils 
andhavealso had tho banofit of Your Excellenoy’s 
lucid explanation. The total deoroase in the 
eatimated revenue for 1907 ja ae nearly aa 
porsib's $900,000, dna to three principal causes 
shrinkage in tho opiam monopoly, the olim- 
ination. of the profit: derived from subsidiary 
coing and the Widows and Orphans’ Fund, To 
estimating: the expenditare Your Excellency 
has been ablo to show o considerable 
decroava ‘owing fo the present high fovel 
of exchange. This may or not rOFe 
to be justified, for he would be. a | brave 
wan indeed who would hazaed an opinion as 
to what rates will be ruling at this time next 
yoar, and it ix quite possible Ubat the small 
surplus of $16,285 now showg may result in a 
deficiency, The Widows and Orphans’ Pension 
Fund and the rovenue from subsidiary coinage 
ure not again available, and regarded oved from 
the most favourable sido it is obvious that we 
havo to deal with o falling revenue.

Far batter to raise a loan now wher the oredit 
of the Colony ix good and. the lender need oot be 
concerned ato the security for his advance.

But I go 
further than Your Excellency, I think it will 
be necessary to.considor not only the cut of the 
cout’ but the under garments and bou-chold 
expenses ax wall, It is to these [ wonld more 
particnlarly wish. to rafer, for {. think. they 
should bo re-shaped before we deal with oar outer 
garmonts or extraordinary expenditure.

In dealing with the expenditure of the Police 
snd Jail Departments E may, perhaps, compare 
them with the neighbouring settlement of 
Shanghai. I will deal first with tho police. In 
Shanghoi thors isa foreign popnlation of 11,497 
in addition to o native population of 452,716. 
Tn the Police Foreo thore is 1,06 wen of all 
rouks. The total numbor, of prisoners dealt 
with by this force for the year 1905, was 84,117 
at 4 coxt of approximately 8440,000,, In Hong- 
kong thare is u force of 783 men. ‘The personnel, 
of the two forces is somewhat different, In 
Shonghai thore are 11t Europes ax against 
112 in Hongkong; thore are 224 Indisoy an 
aguinst 360 in Hongkong; and there are TS 
Chinese as against IM in Hongkong. Shoughai 
therefore maintains a foron of 1,069 moun at a 
cost of $449,000, while Hongkong’s force of 783 
men costs 354),814, or with 26 leas men we pay 

000 more.

FIFTY YEARS IN CHINA. 
MIGSIONARY JUBILEE IN CANTON, 


NEVIEWS OF THE HALF CENTURY, 
(Concluded frou yesterday), 

‘Lhe Rev, Dr. Graver, who was grested on] 
rising by the andiance upstanding, discoursed 
on “ Fifty years of Canton.” After expressing: 
hia thanka to all who hal assisted at that. 


‘meeting. and to the spoukers for their kind 


remarks, ho said—I feel that you hare como 
hove to celebrate the flight of time. Fathor 
Time and I have lean frisids for some years, 
so J must spoak p fow words for him. Canton 
has changed considorably since fifty years ago. 
The means of conveyauce were very difforeut 
in thoso days from what they ure now. When 
T arrived here on the Eth August Isit there 
were no foreigu factories here und few mia- 
sionaries of the socictios now represented lore, 
T railed from Now York on. April 19th “on 
board the barque Hocyra, auailing sbip-of 600 
tons. We wore 11-4 days on our journey. Now 


you Lave fing steamers of 14,000 and 27,000 tons. 
Thoro were throo passougers besides myself, Wo 
camo very slowly, compared with modern days, 
and arrived in Hongkong in due course, having 
The uceommodation 
was very diffrent in, those days, Our usual 
fare was hurd tuck, satt beof, silt pork, codtieh 
and potatees, On Sundays we, had stewed 
appled aod oceasivvally somes tinned meats: 
Friday wos duff day, when “we had a kind 


_[ of sweetened flour pudding for desert.” How. 


ever we had pleuty of fresh air, Wo were 
young and we had yood -appetites, and 
no complaiuts: were heard abont the, food. 
At one fime, however, wo 
to having to go. without water, - For some 
days ive had unly the foul amelling dregs at tbe 
bottom of the tanks to drink, to make tea with.

-; When it came to woxhing our facer, I put the 


towel on tho surface of the water and rubbed it 
over my face, [owuver we managed to got 
some water in the Straits of Sunda aud all 
was well again, After atriving in Hongkong 
T coma up to Canton inths American steamar 
Willametic. Tiere waa alto an English steamer 
the Lily, ranning.on alternate days, “Those two 
nteawers formed our communication with 
Hongkong, The steamer Shari which ran to 
Macao,. was capintred by pirates, We had our 
mailsonesa month brought up by the P. and O. 
steamer Hoxghong ov tho dan, The Americun 
Mail enme, from the West via Gibraltar to 
Alexandria thence by camel back to Suez 
wheueo it was bronght to Hongkong. ‘I'hore 
wore mo telephones or telegraphs 
io those days. Still there were compansations. 
IT remember hearing sono merchupts say thot. 
in thoay days they could yo ont shooting and 
hunting between mail days, but now they had: 


| such busy lives aud could not leave tho cffies lest 
; somo business thould demand their attention at 


short notice. ‘There were then ‘no shops in 
Canton where foreign goods were suld sach as 
they are now. Wo had to got any groceries wo 
needed from Whampoa. In addition to the ona 
or two banks, many merchants conducted Lank-. 


ing businesses, Our own business was conducted 


through Russell and Co.. whose successors are 
Showan, Tomos aud Co, The Mexivan was 
the currency then. It was broken into smal 
pieces and we had to use asteulyard and weigh 
the money. Thera ware no foreign coins uudor 
a dollar in circulation. In Canton the’ mer. | 
chonis resided in what were called the factories, 

which name was applied to the place where all 

the agents of foreign firmulived. ‘This extended 
from Bhap 8am Hong Strovt to the river frout 

and from the canal or moat West of the city 

wall to where the steawer wharves are now, 

nearly to the preseut Custom House, Lhe 

Chinese called the concersion Shap Sam Hong: | 
the thirterm hougs, from the thirteen business 
houses first exectod there. ‘key were known 
as. the English bong, the French hong, 
the American hong, the Donieh hong, and 
so on, Between these bnsiness houses and 
tho, river was a godowa and the Euglish 
Church belonging to the Consulate, In this 
was a moniorial tablet to the memory of the 
young men who had been killed at Wong Chuk 
Keio short time beforo my arrival. In front 
of the cburch, was a gundial by which we sot 
our time, the observations being taken by a 
naval officer. Tho faco of the river was very 
different in these days to what it is now. 
Tustvad of being covered by numerous steamors, 
tow boats, and launches from Hongkong, thera 
was o single steamer onceuday from Hongkong 
and one from Mecao, Tiere were rows of big- 
eyed Tioatsiu junks“that made the round trip 
once a sear, coming down from Tiontsin.in the © 
autumn with the north east. monsoon and - 
returning in’ tho spring when tho south-east | 
monsoon set in. Between these rows of big-eyed 

junks was the foirway, through which cargo | 
boats passed to and from Whampoa, while fast ' 
boat mada the trip to Hongkong and Maca>, 
taking -pussengers. 
foreign passengers made the trip by steamer 
bot many of the matives still went by sailing 
ship. Iremombor tho beginuing of the “ Arrow 
War.” Tho "' Arrow” asa toat of a Medi- 
terrunesu rig introduced by the Portuguese. 
‘This lorcha flew the Brilish fig and traded 
with Hongkong. Several of the men on the 
boat were accnaad of being rebels and in their 
iguorauce of internatioual law the Chinese 
nuthorities wvent on board and seized thes: mon, 
ignoring the fact that ihey were protected by 
tho Britich flag.
